Then again, the choicest American and 
foreign have been offered in the 
“Grocer, ch eireulates amongst re- 
tailors in Great Britain, at approximately 
the same prices as have been asked for 
our own hon this proving that there 
have been unlimited supplies of all kinds 
of honey in Great Britain for the last 12 
months, whieh retailers could purehnse at 
less than 1/- per 1b. 


In a letter to hand from Mr. J, H. Heath, 
one of our shareholders from the Waikato, 
who is ng England, he states:—'T 
have read in the Journal correspondence 
re the price of honey in England. I am 
enclosing a label taken from a 1-1, glass 
jar of honey with a serew-capped top, We 
have bought severa] lots at 1/10% per 
pound роѓ. '' 

Our members should bear in mind that 
this price is for glass, and glass is at present 
very expensive in Great Britain, and if 
the same honey were packed in 1-lb. paper 


li- | pots, it would probably be retailed at 1/6, 


Further evidence comes from Mr, Hooper 
Teed, who states that our H.P.A. honey 
is retailed at Home in the stores at 1/6 
per pound, and that it fetches more than 
other honeys. This should completely 
clear the air of the idea that our N.Z. 
honey is being sold below its value, or 
that retailers are making large profits. 
As a matter of fuct the honey market, has 
been in a very dull condition ir Great Bri- 
{ain since the conclusion of the war, and 
the efforts of the Association and all bee- 
keepers most be directed towards assisting 
our agents in helping to re-establish the 
demand for honey in Great Brítain.—I

Winter Care of Bees. 


, COTTERELL.

In the genial climate of New Zealand, 
where the winter is not severe, it may 
be held that little care is required in win- 
tering bees, other than confining them to 
one or two brood boxes with mats and 
restricting the entrance, a waterproof cover 
or roof being, of course, indispensable. 


At one time such was the belief and 
practice of the writer, with various results 
аз to good wintering, For some years a 
wood inner cover was used, dispensing en- 
tirely with mats of sacking or curlay 


which the mats would absorb moist 


with a consequent lessening consumption 
of winter stores. In addition, the packing 
will absorb n certain amount of heat from 
sun on the cover during а fine day, and 
off (his hent at night. Some may 
that a tight cover or sealed cloths 
(oiled) aro detrimental to the health of 
the colony in winter, but the writer bas 
not found if so, as there is an absence 
of condensation over the cluster of bees, 
for the simple reason that the top packing 
prevents such a lowering of temperature 
to enuse or induce condensation, There

Before and after tho 
swarming season most Queens are accepted at once, and laying freely very soon 
after being liberated from the cage.

All Queens ceared from carefully picked Breeding Queens, in hives specially 
selected for the building of good queen cells, no such hive being allowed to feed 
more than 16 cells at a time.
